_ the exceffive Heats continue there, and: that the 
Spanith Troops carry on the Siege of Mirandolain the 
mean ume very flowly, in order to fave their Men, 
of whom . (if we may believe the Author of the M/amain) 
they have but one killed, and but one Lieutenant, and 
four Soldiers wounded. 

On the 16th in the Morning the King {et out from 
Veriailles for the Caftle of Petitbourg, and returned 
from thence the 18th in the Eveuing, to make a Vifit 
to the Queen, who takes the Waters by Way of Pre- 
caution. ‘The fame Night the King fupped and jay at 
the Caftle of la Muette, went next Day to fhoor Hares 
and Partridges in the Plain of St. Denis, and returned 
at Night to the Cattle of la Muette. This: Morning 
his Majefty fet out again for the Caitle of Petitbourg, 
where he will ftay till next Tuefday, and then. return 
to Verfailles. The King has held no Council for this 
Week paft ; the Cardinal de Fleury and the Keeper of 
the Seals being both at their Country Seats. 

On the 17th a Rell was confecrated in the Church of 
the Theatins, at which Ceremony the Duke and 
Dutchefs of Bourbon ttood Godfather and Godmother 5 
and the Dutchefs made a Prefent to the Church of 
2000 Livres. ; 

The 15th being the Feftival of the Affumption of 
the Blefied Virgin, the Princefs of Modena afiifted in 
the Proceflion, which is made every Year upon that 
Day to this Metropolis, puriuant to a Vow of Louis 
XLT. 

The Dutchefs of Orleans having left off going to 
Verfailles, and refigned the Apartmeut fhe had in the

At the Affizes at Warwick, which ended on Tuef- 
day laft, Samuel Wood and William Strinker received 
Semence of Death, as did alfo John Amus, for killing, 
. by thooting thro’ the Breaft; one Dod, the Turnkey 
of Oxford Gaol, as he was condu¢ting him from Ox- 
ford to Warwick for his Trial for Horfe-ftealing. It 
appears, that the Tarnkey above-mentioned was in the 
Cvach or Chariot with the faid Amus, armed with a 
Brace of Pitlols, and attended by another Perfon on 
Liorfe back with Pillols ; but calling on the Way, and 
drinking too freely, the ‘Turnkey fell afleep near the 
Lord Willoughby’s Seat in Warwickthire, in which 
‘Time the Prifoner had picked the Piflols out of his 
Pockegs undifcoyered, and wakening his Guard, de- 
hired to be let out of the Coach to do his Occafions, 
which bemg granted, he immediately drew out his
